WASHINGTON (AP) — A new 
and more ominous report in ef­ 
fect extending the government's 
contention that cigarette smok­ 
ing im perils health — this time 
from the standpoint of increased 
death rates — was issued today 
by the U ^. Public Health Serv. 
ice. 
The report attacks the subject 
from a somewhat different an­ 
gle than the famed surgeon gen­ 
eral's report of 1964. That re­ 
port 
blasted cigarette smok­ 
ing as the major cause of lung 
cancer, and said it was either 
a direct cause or of closely as 
sociated with a number of other 
death - dealing ills. 
The new report includes an 
analysis of death rates compiled 
from the records of every state 
health office in the country for 
the period 1950-1964—and deals 
specifically 
with 
"m ortality 
from diseases associated with 
smoking." 
Among the major findings of 
the report, prepared by the 
health 
service's 
National 
Center for Health Statistics: 
1. Rises in death rates from 
lung cancer and emphysema — 
the latter already rated by the 
health service as "the fastest 
growing crippler disease in the 
United States" — were "of un­ 
precedented 
proportions 
for 
noncommunicable 
diseases" 
during the period studied. 
2. 
Mortality from chronic 
bronchitis nearly doubled dur­ 
ing the period. 
3. There were "substantial 
increases" during 1950-1964 in 
mortality from three of the 
eight groups of diseases which 
the surgeon general's report 
had said were “ associated with 
but not clearly causally related 
to smoking." 
These three were:

King Hussein of Jordan told The 
Associated P ress today the Mid- 
die East is on the brink of an 
explosion more dangerous to 
world peace than the Suez crisis 
of 1956. 
His warning was directed at 
Israel, the Arab world and the 
West. 
He said his arm ed forces 
would strike lack at Israel — 
"and strike extrem ely la rd " — 
if Israel attacks again across 
the arm istice line. 
"O ur patience is at an end 
and we won't stand for any fur­ 
ther aggression," he said in an 
interview at the royal palace in 
Amman. 
Hussein said "there was no 
justification 
whatsoever" 
to 
Israel's claim that 
it 
was 
retailiating 
against terro rist 
raids across the border when 
it raided Samua and two other 
Jordanian 
frontier 
villages 
Nov. 13. The raid set off vio­ 
lent demonstrations in 
west 
Jordan demanding arm s against 
Israel and denouncing the gov­ 
ernment for the weakness of its 
border defenses. 
T he 
disturbances 
w e r e 


brought under control, possibly 
tem porarily, only when troops 
of Hussein's tough Arab Legion 
moved into the area. The army 
so far has remained loyal to its 
31-year-old 
Sandhurst-trained 
monarch, as it lias through oth­ 
er crises of his 14-year reign. 
Hussein charged some of his 
Arab neighbors were serving 
Communist ends by calling for 
his overthrow. 
Hussein has enjoyed peaks of 
popularity among his people, 
especially when he lias espoused 
Arab nationalist causes, but his 
pro-Western policies are op­ 
posed by his neighbors in Syria 
and the United Arab Republic 
and do not arouse the enthusi­ 
astic support of the Arab mass- 
es. 
"I hope our friends in the free 
world will realize what is at 
stake here today," the king 
said. "The tensions built up by

"We are determ ined," Hus­ 
sein said, "to fight with every 
ounce of strength we have if the 
battle is forced on us. It is ob­ 
viously our fight. But the out­ 
side pressures being exerted in 
this area are of vital interest to 
the free world. 
"My country has become a 
symbol of freedom and stability 
and 
this 
obviously disturbs 
many people. We are doing ev­ 
erything possible to build up our 
defenses to deter attack or to 
meet it if necessary. 
"We need more arm s, we 
need the moral support of the 
free world ar.d we need all the 
help our friends in the Arab 
world can give us.” 
He said his security forces 
were taking every measure to 
stamp out subversion in Jordan 
and to prevent the possibility of 
a campaign of te rro r getting 
started here. 
Asked whether he had any 
fear of assassination - 
his 
grandfather King Abdullah was 
murdered before young Hus­ 
sein's eyes in 1951 — the king 
said: "I never think of it. I 
only think of doing the best I

Housing 
Funds 
Released 


WASHINGTON (AP) — The 
government is giving the sag­ 
ging home building industry a 
$250-million emergency trans­ 
fusion. Some 
builders hail it 
as 
a step in the right direc­ 
tion, too late. 
President Johnson ordered the 
release Monday of one-fourth of 
the $1 billion in special federal 
mortgage funds authorized by 
the last Congress. The govern­ 
ment said the action would per­ 
mit construction of 15,000 new' 
homes. 
Due largely to a shortage of 
mortgage funds, the housing 
industry is mired in its deepest 
recession in two decades. Total 
housing 
starts 
in 
October 
dropped to 83,100 units — the 
lowest since World War II and 
more than 50,000 under October 
1965. 
The $250 million will lie used 
to buy mortgages insured by the 
Federal Housing Administra­ 
tion and the Veterans Adminis­ 
tration up to $15,000, or $17,- 
500 in 
high cost 
areas, and 
$22,500 
in Hawaii, Alaska and 
Guam. 
On mortgages up to $15,000, 
FHA requires a 3 per cent down 
payment. An additional 10 per 
cent is required on the next 
$5,000 and 20 per cent on the 
purchase price between $20,- 
000 and $30,000, the FHA ceil­ 
ing. 
Thus a house costing $15,450 
would have an FHA mortgage 
of $15,000 and one costing $18,- 
200 on FHA mortgage of $17,- 
500. 
The Veterans Administration 
has no requirem ent for down 
payments which are up to the 
individual builder. 
Release of the federal mort­ 
gage funds coincided with these 
other developments related to 
the nation's economy: 
—Officials in Washington said 
no decision lias been made on 
whether the President will ask 
Congress next year to raise tax­ 
es. " It's still a 50-50 chance," 
one said. A day earlier, Rep. 
Hale Boggs, D-La., said he ex- 
pects Johnson to seek a tax in­ 
crease of between $10 billion 
and $15 billion. 
—Sen. William Proxm ire, D- 
Wis., predicted a sharp division 
in the new Congress over the 
issue of possible tax increases. 
Proxm ire is in line to become 
chairman of the Senate-House 
Economic Committee 
in the 
1967 session. 
—House Republican Leader 
Gerald R. Ford said the GOP 
will keep plugging for a sharing 
of federal revenues with the 
states even if federal spending 
is cut and taxes raised. 
—Dr. Leon H. Keyserling, 
who was economic adviser to 
form er President Harry S. Tru­ 
man, said in a Denver, Colo.,

her ballast tanks to 
stabilize the ship.

Italian 
Proposal 
Refused 


UNITED 
NATIONS, 
N.Y. 
(AP) - The General Assembly 
voted by a substantial majority 
today to bar Red China 
from 
the United Nations for the 16th 
time. It also rejected an Italian 
proposal for a high-level study 
of the China 
representation 
problem. 
The vote to expel Nationalist 
China 
and 
seat the 
Peking 
government 
was 
57 against 
and 46 in 
favor with 
17 ab­ 
staining and Laos not partici­ 
pating. 
The proposal study, 
which 
many believed might lead to a 
recommendation 
for seating 
both the 
Chinese Communists 
and the Chiang Kai-Shek gov­ 
ernment, was defeated by 34 in 
favor, 
62 against and 25 ab­ 
staining. 
The Assembly had decided in 
advance that both resolutions 
would require a two-thirds m a­ 
jority for approval 
The action 
proved unnecessary, however, 
since neither received even 
a 
simple majority. 
The result was to leave 
the 
China problem more 
tightly 
deadlocked than ever 
Today's rebuff to the Chinese 
Communists came after the As­ 
sembly had approved a l'£ ,- 
supported resolution reaffirm ­ 
ing thutthe Chinest 
question 
was an important one requiring 
a two • thirds majority. The 
vote on that was 
66 to 48 
with seven abstentions. 
As in the past, Britain anti 
France split with the United 
States and voted for the pro-Pe­ 
king resolution sponsored by a 
group of Communist and non­ 
aligned countries. 
Albania, Cambodia and other 
countries sympathetic to Peking 
led the fight to seat the Chinese 
Communists. The Soviet Union 
and India — form er champions 
of Peking—voted yes, but gave 
only lukewarm support to the 
bid. 
The China delate lacked its 
usual 
steam this year, due 
mainly to the worsening dispute 
between the Soviet Union and 
Red Clitia and a three-way split 
among the W estern nations over 
how to break the stalemate. 
During seven days of discus­ 
sion preceding the balloting, 
most of the speeches on l>oth 
sides were apathetic. 
Communist 
bloc 
delegates 
who usually spearhead the drive 
to seat Peking were a1 most per­ 
functory in their supiort of the 
Chinese Reds. The most luke­ 
warm backing carne from the 
Soviet Union. 
Western unity, which has been 
fragmenting for several years 
on the Chinese question, was 
shattered over the Italian pro­ 
posal. 
Britain and France were as 
cold toward the Italian plan as 
the Communists, making plain 
that it did not fit in with their 
desire to see Peking seated 
without further delay. 
Tile 
United 
States finally 
agreed to supjiort the Italian 
proposal mainly because it did 
not commit Washington to any­ 
thing beyond authorizing a UJN, 
study. Tile United States was 
reported reluctant to switch its 
China polit} at tins stage be- 
cause of developments in In­ 
donesia, where Communist at- 
tempts at conquest were s i n ­ 
tered, and because of signs oi 
trouble inside Red Cima itself.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The late Sen. Robert Taft, whose reputation 
was as a conservative often called “ Mr. Re­ 
publican,* * complained to newspapermen about 
the use of labels to describe men in public 
life. 
There was a valid point in his objection. 
In health and housing problems Taft was 
a 
liberal. 
On many other issues he was a con- 
vervative but like most members of Congress 
he represented a blend of voting tendencies on 
the issues. 
Labels are convenient tools of the writer’s 
trade but they tend to lump public men in solid 
colors instead of the tints that invariably better 
represent their voting records. 
In earlier years, Associated Press writers de­ 
scribed Walter Reuther, chief of the United Auto­ 
mobile Workers, as a “ right wing” labor leader. 
No label could have been more misleading. 
Reuther has a socialist background and 
any 
accurate ideological label placed on him would 
be left of center. 
The “ right wing’’ label was 
used to apply to him at a time of anti-Com- 
munist hysteria in the country. 
Some of the unions were Communist dominated. 
Reuther’s UAW was not and the “ right wing” 
label was applied, however, misleading in its 
broader implications. 
The late Sen. Harry Flood Byrd, Virginia 
Democrat, was more conservative than many 
Republicans. 
Sen. Jacob Javits, New 
York 
Republican, is more liberal than many Demo­ 
crats, as are tw'o other New York Republicans, 
Mayor John Lindsey of New York City and Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller. Partisan labels don’t mean 
much. 
There is a dividing line between conservatives 
and liberals and 
between moderates and ex­ 
trem ists and between moderate conservatives 
and moderate liberals, but nobody can be cer­ 
tain where the line is being drawn at any time. 
The 
middle-of-the-roader is 
a label which 
sounds good - even objective - to those who are 
suspicious of both those in the far left, far 
right, or even left of center or right of center, 
but just where is middle ground? 
Usually it depends on where the reader or the 
listener himself sits philosophically. 
A middle-of-the-roader wouldn’t be found in 
precisely the same spot for a Walter Reuther 
as for an Ezra Taft Benson, conservative former 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
during the ad­ 
ministration of President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
There is no trickier label than “ politician” . 
It may mean a person deeply steeped in politi­ 
cal activity or one, 
who 
is only mildly 
political but who takes a slightly greater interest 
than the individual reader or listener himself 
in public affairs or in government. 
There is 
no way to separate politics from government. 
Many “ politicians” deserve a better reputa­ 
tion than they enjoy. Some of them are entitled 
to public gratitude instead of the abuse that 
they get from most Ar rieans, whose thoughts 
are superficial and full of Haws. 
If this devotion to labels has produced a new 
crop of voters, who insist on voting for the man 
and not the party, is it any wonder? 
Party identification and responsibility are good 
things in them selves and the country desperately 
needs a strong two-party system, and more 
politicians, who are dedicated to the cause of 
better government, but labels are inaccurate and 
misleading. 
Men in public life need to be analyzed as in­ 
dividuals rather than according to a formula, 
political party or other. 
They should become 
known for their shades of difference as well as 
for their areas of general conformity. 
Each 
individual in 
public life needs to be examined 
in terms of his voting record and what he has 
to say on the issues, instead of by political 
party or other affiliation alone. 
When subjected to closest scrutiny there will 
be fewer right and left wingers, m iddle-of-the- 
roaders, conservatives and liberals with and 
without moderate undertones and overtones. 
This will be a good thing for the country, the 
voters and for their public servants. 
It will 
permit a factual, rather than prejudicial, judg­ 
ment of men and events.

One of the most im pressive 
success stories in 
this “Era 
of the Emerging 
Nations” is 
that of Libya, a sun-baked piece 
of North African real 
estate 
lying 
between 
Algeria 
and 
Egypt. 
Twice as big as Texas, 
with 
most of California thrown in, 
Libya is not blessed 
with 
a 
single river. 
W'hen it 
be­ 
came independent in 1951, it had 
almost no exports and 
was 
dependent upon the international 
aid dole. 
Only 20 per cent of 
its children attended school. 
Today, the school attendance 
figure is 85 per cent. 
Over 
the past 14 years, per capita 
income for Libya’s 
1.5 mil­ 
lion people, once an 
average 
of $30 a year, lias 
increased 
10-fold. 
Instead of being 
a 
recipient 
of aid, Libya now 
contributes 
to aid 
for other 
undeveloped countries. 
The secret of this success is 
in one word: 
Oil. Late in the 
1950s, 
petroleum 
was dis­ 
covered in Libya. 
Because of 
the country’s 
proximity 
to 
the growing markets of Western 
Europe, a score of oil com­ 
panies rushed in. 
By the end 
of 
1965, 
they 
had drilled 1,706 w ells. Crude 
oil exports last year 
totaled 
442,629,000 
barrels, ranking 
Libya as the world’s 
seventh 


largest producer. 
Pumping out the oil is pump* 
ing more than three-quarters 
of a billion dollars a 
year 
into Libya’s 
economy, 
of 
which 70 
per cent is 
re­ 
served by the government for 
national developm ent--roads, 
schools, new industries, agri­ 
culture, water, power. 
The oil industry in Libya is 
really only in the development 
stage, 
reports 
the 
Texaco 
“Star.” 
Production 
grows 
each 
year. 
The first quarter 
of 
this 
year, 
for example, 
registered 
a 
23 per cent in­ 
crease over the same period 
in 1965. 
For 
Libya the future 
is 
black — as black as the 
oil 
that flows 
from 
beneath its 
desert sand. 
And 
that’s 
pure gold.

PATENTS 
MEAN 
PROGRESS 
U. S. patent laws are almost 
as old as the nation — the first 
one was passed 175 years ago. 
To commemorate that anni­ 
versary, 
the 
Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers 
Association 
come up with a slogan which is 
both meaningful and memorable 
-- “ Patents Mean P rogress.” 
The drug industry provides a 
first - rate example 
of the 
truth 
of that statement. Its 
members 
reinvest nearly half 
of their profits 
in research 
and development. In 1965, re­ 
search 
spending 
on medical 
products totaled $346 million 
— 
nine tim es as much as in 
1950 - - and 
the costs steadily 
mount. And research, like all 
ventures into the 
unknown, 
more often than not becom es 
a dead - - end street. 
Each 
year the industry 
tests more 
than 100,000 substances which 
with costly development effort 
— may yield about 20 com plete­ 
ly 
new and marketable drugs. 
So the odds against 
success 
are 5,000 to one. 
Putting it still another way, 
behind every new 
drug that 
has reached the public 
in the 
past decade, the industry has 
spent something like $4 million 
on research and development. 
It certainly is evident 
that 
ventures such as this, 
with 
all 
the 
financial 
risks 
in­ 
volved, could not be undertaken 
unless the manufacturer 
has 
the right to profit from 
his 
discovery if and w hensuccess 
crowns his efforts. The patent 
laws provide that 
essential 
guarantee. 
Yes, patents mean progress,

REFUGEE BITTERNESS 
Some time ago I visited Jeri­ 
cho, at the north end of the Dead 
Sea, where there is a huge 
Palestinian 
refugee 
camp. 
It has been there for 16 to 
17 years. 
During these years it has been 
Arab 
policy 
to 
discourage 
Palestinian refugees from get­ 
ting jobs in Arab countries or 
planting 
their roots 
in Arab 
soil. Actually many of 
the 
Arab 
countries 
bordering 
Israel 
need labor. Some refu­ 
gees have disregarded the rule 
by 
migrating to Iraq to work 
on 
reclamation projects; but 
the 
great 
majority have re­ 
mained in refugee camps. 


One notable 
exception 
was 
Musa Alami, who left the Jeri­ 
cho 
camp, drilled 
a well, 
struck water, and started 
a 
truck 
farm. He 
raised 
chickens, installed a refrigera­ 
tion plant, planted bananas, and 
soon operated a thriving busi­ 
n ess, hauling hs produce 
to 
American 
oil 
company em­ 
ployees in Saudi Arabia. 
But one 
day when Jordan 
was 
seething 
against 
the 
west, 
the refugees at Jericho 
decided to take out their ven­ 
geance on one of their 
own 
number. Storming down the road 
to Musa Alami’s farm, yelling 
‘Get the traitor!” They 
de­ 
stroyed his refrigeration plant, 
and wrung the necks of 35,000 
chickens. 
Musa had employed at tim es 
as many as 1,200 
refugees. 
However, he made the 
fatal 
mistake of accepting 
the per­ 
manency of his residence 
in 
Jordan. He had given up 
the 
idea of 
returning 
to Israel. 
This 
made him a "traitor” . 
During the long years 
the 
refugees have 
been sitting 
in heat and idleness at the 
head of the Dead Sea, they have 
built 
up a burning, 
pas­ 
sionate hate. They hate Israel, 
and they hate Britain 
and the 
United States which have 
be­ 
friended 
Israel. Fanatic Arab 
leaders have used this as 
a 
weapon. Moderate Arab leaders 
have bowed 
to it because they 
are prisoners. King Hussein 
has been trying to resist becom­ 
ing a prisoner.

There was a time when Leo 
pasvolsky was 
always identi­ 
fied as “ the architect of 
the 
United Nations Charter.” 
Mr. Pasvolsky was a Russian 
and a Communist.

man with a more familiar name 
Alger H iss, later identified as 
the top communist in our 
own 
State Department. 
Communist influence has been 
in and on the UN from the very 
beginning. 
This is denied by 
no reasonable person 
who

tion from the standpoint of facts 
rather than blind emotion. 
The late General Douglas Mac- 
Arthur often complained

hearing that American forces

tions helped to defeat him .A lso 
contributing 
was the 
white 
hlacklash which helped Ronald 
Reagan 
roll up a landslide 
against Gov. Pat Brown. 


"Fear 
and fright extrem ists 
have been poisoning our country 
for ten years,” Rep. Dyal told 
me. "It was largely responsi­ 
ble for the m assive Reagan vote 
in this area. 
"We have allowed these hate 
peddlers 
to go unanswered 
for years, until too many peo­ 
ple 
believed 
them,” Dyal 
said. "The far right 
sm ells 
one more 
victory — a 
na­ 
tional one -- and then 
the 
threat of fascism will become 
very real in A m erica.”

tions, ownership

local unions, packaged protec­ 
tion and short • order muscle 
for either 
side of the picket 
line. 
There are more television- 
ish names than Carlo Gambi­ 
no. But that’s fiction. Gambino 
is the real thing. His personal 
syndicate has a force of 
800 
men. It takes scores of busi­ 
nesses and millions 
of dol­ 
lars to keep them going. 
How 
extensive his opera, 
tions are was best outlined by 
a 
secret chart which FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover handed 
the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee 
in 
executive session 
some months ago. 
The confidential FBI 
chart 
disclosed that Gambino is in the 
following 
legitimate 
busi- 
nesses: 
meat 
distribution 
across a considerable part of 
the East; waterfront com m erce 
in Atlantic and Gulf ports; pri- 
vate carting (garbage collec­ 
tions); widely distributed vend­ 
ing machines; garment shops 
(in Pennsylvania); the produce 
business — and labor unions. 
On the illegitim ate front, says 
Mr. 
Hoover, Gambino 
is in 
gambling, loan, extortion--and 
labor racketeering. 
For a long time 
Gambino 
ran the only professional la­ 
bor consulting service which 
dared operate in the open with 
a Cosa Nostra character 
as 
one of its partners. 
No one 
in "civilian” life 
can estim ate the 
money in. 
volvpri in these enterprises. 
But federal authorities put the 
total involved 
including the 
wealth of the "clients” 
being 
serviced —at close to a billion 
dollars. 
Mr. 
Hoover 
believes that 
Gambino is top man on the na­ 
tion’s 
waterfronts. 
That’s a 


large slice of territory - and 
juicy too. 
Gambino loom s like a Thanks­ 
giving Day parade giant, but not 
because 
he is 
artificially 
inflated, says one member ot 
the President’s National Crime 
Commission. He’s 
riding high 
because the others 
are being 
laid low by tim e and mortal 
man’s ailm ents. 
There is a power vacuum in 
Chicago, for exam ple, because 
the former Mr. Big 
of 
the 
Midwest Mafia, Sam("M omo” ) 
Giancana likes the la d ies— one 
in particular. So back in 1964, 
when he was crim e syndicate 
boss of Chicago’s infested Cook 
County, he followed her to New 
York on the pretext of doing 
some 
business 
there 
with 
Tommy (Three - Finger Brown) 
Luchese, a big man in garments, 
trucking, 
muscle and acidity 
assistants. 
"Momo” w'as picked 
up at 
the plane by agents of the ever- 
crusading 
U. S. Attorney Rob­ 
ert Morgenthau. And for months 
Giancana did the grand 
jury 
routine - walked in and 
out 
through 
a 
dense 
growth of 
cam eras and newsmen. 
Chicago’s 
hierarchy just did 
not like it. They guessed that 
when 
Sam got home he’d get 
the same treatment 
from the 
local 
branch of the Justice 
Dept. He did. 
And the boys just don’t like 
all that publicity. So they told 
"Momo” to go som eplace. And 
he did. He has not been seen 
for weeks, even in the chi-chi, 
exclusive 
Oak 
Park Chicago 
surburb where he liv e s. 
There’s just a vacuum 
in 
Chicago. Nobody wants 
the 
number one spot. Too much 
trouble. 
As for other Mafia 
giants, 
they’re sick. Early in Novem­ 
ber the imprisoned Vito Geno­ 
vese, who lias been the closest 
to 
being American Mafiosi’s 
Mr. Big, was rushed 
from 
Leavenworth prison to the U £ . 
Medical Center in Springfield, 
Mo. Word here was that he was 
bleeding internally - and per­ 
haps worse. 
Another 
giant, Tommy Lu­ 
chese, is so mortally 
sick of 
bad heart and malignant brain 
he 
may die even as this is 
typed. Mike Miranda, a 
big 
"don,” is in his seventies. Joe 
Bonanno is happy in retirem ent, 
praying they leave him there. 
There are others — but they’re 
under such constant surveil­ 
lance, they can’t move without 
setting 
off p osses 
on their 
tracks and newsmen bringing 
up the 
rear. But nothing both­ 
ers Gambino. 
He’s 
tougher than the rest. 
His base is more secure. So 
until a Mr. Big, willing to take 
the heat and the 
flak, comes 
along, he’ll 
be a reasonable 
facsim ile. And his 
specialty 
is labor — on the waterfront, 
in construction and trucking. 
He’s happy. It’s a good living.

POOR CHARLIE SAYS! 
The late Sen. Robert Taft, whose reputation 
was as a conservative often called “ Mr. Re­ 
publican,* * complained to newspapermen about 
the use of labels to describe men in public 
life. 
There was a valid point in his objection. 
In health and housing problems Taft was 
a 
liberal. 
On many other issues he was a con- 
vervative but like most members of Congress 
he represented a blend of voting tendencies on 
the issues. 
Labels are convenient tools of the writer’s 
trade but they tend to lump public men in solid 
colors instead of the tints that invariably better 
represent their voting records. 
In earlier years, Associated Press writers de­ 
scribed W alter Reuther, chief of the United Auto­ 
mobile Workers, as a “ right wing” labor leader. 
No label could have been more misleading. 
Reuther has a socialist background and 
any 
accurate ideological label placed on him would 
be left of center. 
The “ right wing” label was 
used to apply to him at a time of anti-Com- 
munist hysteria in the country. 
Some of the unions w ere Comm .mist dominated. 
Reuther’s LAW was not and the “ right wing” 
label was applied, however, misleading in its 
broader implications. 
The late Sen. Harry Flood Byrd, Virginia 
Democrat, was more conservative than many 
Republicans. 
Sen. Jacob Javits, New 
York 
Republican, is more liberal than many Demo­ 
crats, as are two other New York Republicans, 
Mayor John Lindsey of New York City and Gov. 
Nelson Rockefeller. Partisan labels don’t mean 
rn ach. 
There is a dividing line between conservatives 
and liberals and 
between moderates and ex­ 
trem ists and between moderate conservatives 
and moderate liberals, but nobody can be cer­ 
tain where the line is being drawn at any time. 
The 
middle-of-the-roader is 
a label which 
sounds good - even objective - to those who are 
suspicious of both those in the far left, far 
right, or even left of center or right of center, 
but just where is middle ground? 
Usually it depends on where the reader or the 
listener himself sits philosophically. 
A m iddle-of-the-roader wouldn’t be found in 
precisely the same spot for a Walter Reuther 
as for an Ezra Taft Benson, conservative former 
secretary 
of 
agriculture 
during the ad­ 
ministration of President Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
There is no trickier label than “ politician” . 
It may mean a person deeply steeped in politi­ 
cal activity or one, 
who 
is only mildly 
political but who takes a slightly greater interest 
than the individual reader or listener himself 
in public affairs or in government. 
There is 
no way to separate politics from government. 
Many “ politicians” deserve a better reputa­ 
tion than they enjoy. Some of them are entitled 
to public gratitude instead of the abuse that 
they get from most \r rieans, whose thoughts 
are superficial and full oi law s. 
If this devotion to labels has produced a new 
crop of voters, who insist on voting for the man 
and not the party, is it any wonder? 
Party identification and responsibility are good 
things in them selves and the country desperately 
needs a strong two-party system , and more 
politicians, who are dedicated to the cause of 
better government, but labels are inaccurate and 
misleading. 
Men in public life need to be analyzed as in­ 
dividuals rather than according to a formula, 
political party or other. 
They should become 
known for their shades of difference as well as 
for their areas of general conformity. 
Each 
individual in 
public life needs to be examined 
in terms of his voting record and what he has 
to say on the issues, instead of by political 
party or other affiliation alone. 
When subjected to closest scrutiny there will 
be fewer right and left wingers, m iddle-of-the- 
roaders, conservatives and liberals with and 
without moderate undertones and overtones. 
This will be a good thing for the country, the 
voters and for their public servants. 
It will 
permit a factual, rather than prejudicial, Judg­ 
ment of men and events.

NEW YORK (AP) — Every 
little girl yearns at some tim e to 
become 
a ballet dancer, 
a 
nurse, or a seoul teacher. 
But the fact is that more and 
more wise little girls are grow* 
lng up to become business sec* 
rotaries. 
For woman’s place today is as 
much the office as it is the 
kitchen. One of the results of the 
continuing industrial revolution 
has been to put womanhood in a 
new seat of power — behind a 
typew riter. 
L ess titan IOO years ago, worn* 
on were almost as scarce in 
American business offices as 
gem pearls are in restaurant 
oysters. 
“ According to the 1870 census 
there were just seven female 
office w orkers,” says Earl Tif­ 
fany J r., president of the Royal 
Typewriter Co. “ Today there 
a re approximately 
three mil* 
lion secretaries, stenograph* 
ere and typists — and 98 per 
cent of them are women.” 
Another 
source, 
Miss M. 
Merle Law, president of the Na* 
tional Secretaries Association, 
agrees with Tiffany’s figure of 
three million, but estim ates the 
total number of U.S. women 
office workers in all jobs at sev­ 
en million. 
How did women come to this 
giant 
step? Some historians 
trace it back to the year 1881 
when the YWCA started the 
first typing courses for women. 
Year by year, women method­ 
ically replaced men in office 
work just as in the fields the 
tractor replaced the horse. 
Here 
are 
some statistics 
which 
may 
explain 
why so 
many little girls today are turn­ 
ing to secretarial work rather 
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and every little while 
would 
open the door into the living 
room and peek in to see 
how 
near the old folks were 
to 
being done. 
Our memory Isn't good enough 
to rem em ber whether we 
got 
real hungry waiting, but 
that 
meal, like all the others served 
at our grandfather's home, was 
suptuously deluxe. Incidentally, 
we didn't know those words in 
those days. 
But there 
was 
plenty of everything and nothing 
ran out before we children got 
co the table.

And the 
mince pie was not like the home­ 
made mince pie we've eaten in 
recent year s. 
It was thick 
with flaky, crumbly crust, 
a 
mimimum of meat but a lot of 
currants and spices. 
There 
usually were several kinds 
of 
pie and a plenty of each for all 
of us kids to have a sm all piece 
of each kind. 
If there were any salads, we 
can't rem em ber what they were. 
like, for there were few fresh 
vegetables of any kind at this 
time of year. 
But the various 
kinds 
of 
home 
made jam s, 
jellies and preserves to go on 
the hot biscuits, a new batch 
of which was cooked every few 
minutes, 
would make today's 
housewife 
wish 
she 
could 
employ a cook like our grand­ 
mother and her young women 
helpers. 
With the 
food 
Ma Blanton 
served her menfolks, we can't 


understand why none of 
them 
ever got fat. 
Our father was 
five feet ten inches tall 
and 
never weighed over 148 pounds. 
His four brothers were shorter 
and no heavier. “ Pappy” Blan­ 
ton, our grandfather, was about 
our height, five feet seven, but 
likely never weighed 145 pounds 
while we have to watch 
our­ 
self to keep In the 170s, 
-Edgar Blanton in 
the

One of the most im pressive

Egypt. 
Twice as big as Texas, 
with 
most of California thrown in, 
Libya is not blessed 
with 
a 
single river. 
When it 
be­ 
came Independent in 1951, it had 
almost no exports and 
was 
dependent upon the International 
aid dole. 
Only 20 per cent of 
its children attended school. 
Today, the school attendance 
figure is 85 per cent. 
Over 
the past 14 years, per capita 
income for Libya’s 
1.5 mil­ 
lion people, once an 
average 
of $30 a year, has 
increased 
10-fold. 
Instead of being 
a 
recipient 
of aid, Libya now 
contributes 
to aid 
for other 
undeveloped countries. 
The secret of this success Is 
in one word; 
Oil. Late In the 
1950s, 
petroleum 
was dis­ 
covered in Libya. 
Because of 
the country's 
proximity 
to 
the growing m arkets of W estern 
Europe, a score of oil com­ 
panies rushed in. 
By the end 
of 
1965, 
they 
had drilled 1,706 wells. Crude 
oil exports last year 
totaled 
442,629,000 
barreLs, ranking 
Libya as the world's 
seventh 


largest producer. 
Pumping out the oil is pump­ 
ing more than three-quarters 
of a billion dollars a 
year 
into Libya’s 
economy, 
of 
which 70 
per cent is 
re­ 
served by the government for 
national d e v elo p m en t--roads, 
schools, new industries, agri­ 
culture, water, power. 
The oil industry in Libya is 
really only In the development 
stage, 
reports 
the 
Texaco 
“ Star.” 
Production 
grows 
each 
year. 
The first quarter 
of 
this 
year, 
for example, 
registered 
a 
23 per cent in­ 
crease over the sam e period 
in 1965. 
For 
Libya the future 
is 
black — as black as the 
oil 
that flows 
from 
beneath Its 
desert sand. 
And 
that's 
pure gold.

PATENTS MEAN 
PROGRESS 
U. S. patent laws are almost 
as old as the nation -- the first 
one was passed 175 years ago. 
To commemorate that anni­ 
versary, 
the 
Pharmaceutical 
Manufacturers 
Association 
come up with a slogan which is 
both meaningful and memorable 
-- “ Patents Mean Progress.” 
The drug industry provides a 
first - rate example 
of the 
truth 
of that statement. Its 
members 
reinvest nearly half 
of their profits 
in research 
and development. In 1965, re ­ 
search 
spending 
on medical 
products totaled $346 million 
-- 
nine tim es as much as in 
1950 — and 
the costs steadily 
mount. And research, like all 
ventures Into the 
unknown, 
more often than not becomes 
a dead -- end street. 
Each 
year the industry 
tests more 
than 100,000 substances which 
with costly development effort 
— may yield about 20 complete­ 
ly 
new and marketable drugs. 
So the odds against 
success 
are 5,000 to one. 
Putting it still another way, 
behind every new 
drug that 
has reached the public 
in the 
past decade, the industry has 
spent something like $4 million 
on research and development. 
It certainly is evident 
that 
ventures such as this, 
with 
all the financial risks 
in­ 
volved, could not be undertaken 
unless the m anufacturer 
has 
the right to profit from 
his 
discovery if and when success 
crowns his efforts. The patent 
laws provide that 
essential 
guarantee. 
Yes. patents mean progress,

WASHINGTON - One undis*

crisis between Israel and Jor* 
dan was a talk between Prem ier 
Eshkol of Israel and Myer Feld­ 
man, former White House aide. 
Feldman was in Israel on pri­ 
vate business, 
and 
Eshkol 
asked his advice about taking 
retaliatory m easures 
against 
the Jordanian village of Es* 
Samu 
which 
harbored Jor- 
donian 
Commandos. 
Feldman's advice to Eshkol 
was not to perm it 
the 
Jor- 
donian border raid. He warned 
that it would bring a rebuke 
from the United States. 
Feldman’s advice was sound. 
The U .N . Security Council has 
now 
unanimously 
censured 
Israel. U .8, Ambassador Gold­ 
berg, now 
cheir man of 
the 
security council, a Jew and a 
strong Zionist, was also 
em­ 
phatic in his rebuke. Goldberg 
has sometimes differed with

Some time ago I visited Jeri* 
cho, at the north end of the Dead 
Sea, where there Is a huge 
Palestinian 
refugee 
camp. 
It has been there for 16 to 
17 years. 
During these years it has been 
Arab 
policy 
to 
discourage 
Palestinian refugees from get* 
ting jobs in Arab countries or 
planting 
their roots 
in Arab 
soli. Actually many of 
the 
Arab 
countries 
bordering 
israel need labor. Some refu­ 
gees have disregarded the rule 
by 
migrating to Iraq to work 
on reclamation projects; but 
the 
great 
majority lave re­ 
mained in refugee camps. 


One notable 
exception 
was 
Musa Alami, who left the Jeri­ 
cho 
camp, drilled 
a well, 
struck water, and started 
a 
truck 
term . He 
raised 
chickens, installed a refrigera­ 
tion plant, planted bananas, and 
soon operated a thriving busi­ 
ness, hauling hs produce 
to 
American 
oil 
company em­ 
ployees in Saudi Arabia. 
But one 
day when Jordan 
was 
seething against 
the 
west, 
the refugees at Jericho 
decided to take out their ven­ 
geance on one of their 
own 
number. Storming down the road 
to Musa Alam i's farm , yelling 
*Get the traitor I” They 
de­ 
stroyed his refrigeration plant, 
and wrung the necks of 35,000 
chickens. 
Musa had employed at tim es 
as many as 1,200 
refugees. 
However, he made the 
fetal 
mistake of accepting 
the per­ 
manency of his residence 
in 
Jordan. He had given up 
the 
idea of 
returning 
to Israel. 
This made him a “ traito r” . 
During the long years 
the 
refugees have 
been sitting 
in heat and idleness at the 
head of the Dead Sea, they lift v t 
built 
up a burning, 
pas­ 
sionate hate. They hate Israel, 
and they hate Britain 
and the 
United States which lave 
be­ 
friended 
Israel. Fanatic Arab 
leaders have used this as 
a 
weapon. Moderate A rableaders 
have bowed 
to it because they 
are prisoners. King Hussein 
lias been trying to resist becom­ 
ing a prisoner.

of his convictions. He Is Ken 
Dyai, D-Callf., whose son, Tim,

There was a time when Leo 
pasvolsky was 
always identi­ 
fied as “ the architect of 
the 
United Nations C harter.” 
Mr. Pasvolsky was a Russian 
and a Communist. Working with 
him on the Charter was 
a 
man with a more familiar name 
Alger Hiss, later identified as 
the top communist in our 
own 
State Department. 
Communist influence hasbeen 
in and on the UN from the very 
beginning. 
This is denied by 
no reasonable person 
who 
views the value of the organiza­ 
tion from the standpoint of facts 
rather than blind emotion. 
The late General Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur often complained 
that 
UN influences on the 
United 
Nations prevented a

other top m ilitary men. General 
Stratem eyer testified 
under 
oath during a Congressional 
hearing that American forces 
“ were required to lose

Russian, Konstantin Zinchenko, 
a member of the UN Security 
Council. 
The trouble with the

Nations Is not necessarily

the jitters 
and is passionate 
over geriatrics. 
Its 
elders are ailing. 
Its 
young troops 
a re “ hungry.” 
Its “ dons” are under stepped- 
up surveillance — physical and 
electronic. 
As the elders either disap­ 
pear, lay mortally sick, or are 
rushed 
to hospitals 
with in­ 
ternal bleeding, and their sec­ 
onds In command move 
cau­ 
tiously lest they trigger 
a 
bloody nationwide 
gang war, 
one man hulks over most of the 
manicured Mafiosi. 
He's the tough, Insenate Cosa 
Nostra m illionaire, Carlo Gam- 
bino. And that’s bad news 
for 
labor as well as for those busi­ 
nessmen who believed that there 
could be 
gang • free peace in 
their time. 
In the thickly carpeted Baby­ 
lonian 
world 
of interwoven 
crim e syndicates, Gam bi no Is 
the specialist 
in 
labor rela­ 
tions, ownership 
of critical 
local unions, packaged protec­ 
tion and short • order muscle 
tor either 
side of the picket 
line. 
There are more television- 
ish names than Carlo Gambi- 
no. But that’s fiction. Gambino 
Is the real thing. His personal 
syndicate has a force of 800 
men. It takes scores of busi­ 
nesses and millions 
of dol­ 
la rs to keep them going. 
How 
extensive his opera­ 
tions are was best outlined by 
a 
secret chart which FBI Di- 
rector J. Edgar Hoover handed 
the House Appropriations Com­ 
mittee 
In 
executive session 
some months ago. 
The confidential FBI 
chart 
disclosed that Gftmblno is In the 
following 
legitim ate 
busi­ 
nesses: 
meat 
distribution 
across a considerable part of 
the East; waterfront commerce 
in Atlantic and Gulf ports; pri­ 
vate carting (garbage collec­ 
tions); widely distributed vend­ 
ing machines; garment shops 
(In Pennsylvania); the produce 
business 
and labor unions. 
Cki the illegitimate front, says 
Mr. 
Hoover, Gambino 
is in 
gambling, loan, extortion - and 
labor racketeering. 
For a long time 
Gambino 
ran the only professional la­ 
bor consulting service which 
dared operate in the open with 
a Cosa Nostra character 
as 
one of its partners, 
No one 
in “ civilian” life 
can estimate the money in­ 
volved in these enterprises. 
But federal authorities put the 
total involved 
.. Including the 
wealth of the “ clients” being 
serviced —at close to a billion 
dollars. 
Mr. 
Hoover 
t>eiieves that 
Gambino is top man on the ia* 
tion's 
waterfronts. 
That’s a 


large slice of territory — and 
juicy too. 
Gambino looms like a Thanks* 
giving Day parade giant, but not 
because 
he is 
artificially 
inflated, says one member of 
the President’s National Crime 
Commission. He’s riding high 
because the others 
are being 
laid low by time and mortal 
m an's ailm ents. 
There is a power vacuum in 
Chicago, for example, because 
the form er Mr. Big 
of 
the 
Midwest Mafia, Sam (“ Momo” ) 
Giancana likes the ladles —one 
in particular. So lack in 1964, 
when he was crime syndicate 
boss of Chicago’s infested Cook 
County, he followed her to New 
York on the pretext of doing 
some 
business 
there 
with 
Tommy (Three - Finger Brown) 
Luchese, a big man In garm ents, 
trucking, muscle and acidity 
assistants. 
“ Momo” was picked 
up at 
the plane by agents of the ever- 
crusading 
U. S. Attorney Rob­ 
ert Morgenthau. And for months 
Giancana did the grand 
jury 
routine - walked in and 
out 
through 
a 
dense 
growth of 
cam eras and newsmen. 
Chicago's 
hierarchy just did 
not like it. They guessed that 
when 
Sam got home he'd get 
the same treatm ent 
from the 
local 
branch of the Justice 
Dept. He did. 
And the boys just don't like 
all H at publicity. So they told 
“ Momo” to go someplace. And 
he did. He has not been seen 
tor weeks, even in the chi-chi, 
exclusive 
Oak 
Park Chicago 
surburb where he lives. 
There’s just a vacuum 
in 
Chicago. Nobody wants 
the 
number one spot. Too much 
troqhle. 
As for other Mafia 
giants, 
they're sick. Early in Novem­ 
ber the Imprisoned Vlto Geno­ 
vese, who la s been the closest 
to 
being American M afiosi's 
Mr. Big, was rushed 
from 
Leavenworth prison to the UJ». 
Medical Center in Springfield, 
Mo. w ord here was that he was 
bleeding Internally - and per­ 
haps worse. 
Another 
giant, Tommy Lu­ 
chese, is so mortally 
sick of 
bad heart and malignant brain 
he may die even as this is 
typed. Mike Miranda, a 
big 
“ don,” is in his seventies. Joe 
Boianno is happy in retirem ent, 
praying they leave him there. 
There are oth ers-b u t they’re 
under such constant surveil­ 
lance, they can’t move without 
setting

tracks and newsmen bringing 
up the 
re a r. But nothing both­ 
ers Gambino. 
He's 
touglier than the rest. 
His la se is more secure. So

3 Countries 


BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 
(AP) — Twenty-five per cent of 
the rural population of Yugo­ 
slavia, Romania and Bulgaria 
suffers from a mysterious kid­ 
ney disease. Its cause is still 
unknown after four years of re­ 
search directed by a prominent 
American doctor. 
Despite its wide spread in 
these three countries, the mala­ 
dy is endemic — almost un­ 
known in any other region. 
It strikes the young — teen­ 
agers or even children under 10. 
But its origin is difficult to trace 
because the symptoms usually 
do not appear for almost 10 
years. As the disease develops, 
the sufferers become anemic 
and are greatly weakened. In its 
advanced stages, the disease 
oftep isX itai. 
The illne& , ’callecioiily en­ 
demic nephropathy — regional 
kidney disease — has existed 
for many years. It has become 
grave in the past decade. 
A careful study of the malady 
was started four years ago at a 
research center set up in a hos­ 
pital of the Bosnian town of Bi- 
jeljina under Dr. Philip W.Hall 
of the Cleveland (Ohio) Metro­ 
politan General Hospital. 
Since then Hall lias spent part 
of his time at Bijeljina and part 
at a research center at the 
Karolinski Institute at Stock­ 
holm, Sweden. 
“ But after all this work," Hall 
said recently, “we are as much 
in the dark about the origin of 
the disease as before." 


Evidence so far indicates the 
malady is not hereditary and 
that it may be connected in 
some way with the rivers of the 
region. Incidence of the disease 
has been found to be greater 
among people living in lowlands 
along the rivers than those in 
communities on higher land or 
farther from the stream s. But 
tests of the water have failed to 
give any clue to either the ori­ 
gin or spread of the ailm ent.

They hire and dominate the 
foreman on every job so that 
it is they — not the employer 
that pays the wages — who con­ 
trol work, efficiency, maling­ 
ering, productivity and indeed, 
every item of cost and man­ 
agement. 
They demand tribute in the 
form of $1 a day — $250 a 
year — in political slush fund 
as a “ voluntary” contribution 
for 
political 
purposes from 
members, and $2 a day from 
perm it holders. The fund is 
“ voluntary” only to the ex­ 
tent that you pay up or don’t 
work. 
This gives them some $600,- 
000 a year to use in any way 
they wish, one way being a 
$25,000 gift to the “ Friends of 
LB.I,” donated shortly after 
Callanan was granted a presi­ 
dential

conviction of labor racketeer­ 
ing and extortion, thus enabling 
him to resume his offensive 
role in union affairs.

It mattered not at all that 
the President of the 
United 
States had rammed a settle­ 
ment down the airlines' throat 
w hich he says is not inflationary 
but which, to the contrary, is 
almost double his own maximum 
guidelines. 
It mattered not at all that the 
airline strike puts tens of thou­ 
sands of innocent people out of 
work and harms, as well as in­ 
conveniences, 
countless thou­ 
sands throughout the 
country 
in hotels, motels, restaurants 
and businesses which depend on 
travelers as 
the 
lifeblood of 
their industries. 
It mattered not at all that 
the airlines, temporarily pros­ 
perous 
following decades of 
losses and subsidies, might find 
their own economic health im­ 
periled lf tills settlement were 
translated into terms of all of 
their employes, 
as it 
must 
necessarily be. 
Much can be said for 
the 
machinists* demands. Many of 
the machinists, although by no 
means all - for many of them 
are 
routine 
clerks 
and at­ 
tendants - do highly responsible 
work 
where 
a 
mechanical 
failure 
can cost many lives. 
They are under-paid compared 
to some other machinists and 
other comparable crafts. 
But it also follows that the 
injustices of many years cannot 
all lie corrected overnight. It 
is unreasonable to expect that 
they can be simply because one 
may, at the moment, have the 
muscle to exact it. 
If labor feels they have the bit 
in their teeth and the public 
be damned, there are few who 
can rightly disagree. 
Tile President of the United 
States himself kowtows to vir­ 
tually every lal>or demand and, 
while he will go after industry 
with 
a bludgeon, 
demurs at 
• la­ 
bor,- 
notwithstanding 
great1, 
public distress. 
Why should the machinists be­ 
lieve, at even this late date, that 
his infinite patience with res­ 
pect to labor will be exhausted, 
regardless of provocation? 
They have, too, the shocking 
conduct of the Governor of New 
York and the Mayor of New 
York City, in the case of the 
transit workers; knuckling down 
completely, even to the extent 
of retroactively repealing a law 
which punished strikers and as­ 
sessed fines for strikes against 
the public. 
If tile 
transit workers 
can 
thumb their noses, why not the 
machinists? No realist would 
bet against them. 
They 
have also 
seen 
the 
example applied locally, of a 
common laborer in St.

$3.52. 
If a laborer is worth 
that much, could not a prac­ 
ticing machinist be worth IO 
times as much?

Labor

you." 
In this climate, it is not sur­ 
prising that the machinists are

see them through. The unha;ipny 
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prospect is that, in the long run, 
they will probably get it. 
Hie only solution which we can 
see, and which this newspaper 
has advocated for many years, 
is a court of labor-arbitral ion 
in which impartial, experienced 
judges, uneffected by political

Baseball is a good illustration.

BELGRADE, 
Yugoslavia 
(AP) — Twenty-five per cent of 
the rural population of Yugo­ 
slavia, Romania and Bulgaria 
suffers from a mysterious kid­ 
ney disease. Its cause is still 
unknown after four years of re­ 
search directed by a prominent 
American doctor. 
Despite its wide spread in 
these three countries, the mala, 
dy is endemic — almost un­ 
known in any other region. 
It strikes the young — teen­ 
agers or even children under IO. 
But its origin is difficult to trace 
because the symptoms usually 
do not appear for almost IO 
years. As the disease develops, 
the sufferers become anemic 
and are greatly weakened. In its 
advanced stages, the disease 
often isjLtal. 
The illnejfe, calleJIohly en­ 
demic nephropathy — regional 
kidney disease — has existed 
for many years. It has become 
grave In the past decade. 
A careful study of the malady 
was started four years ago at a 
research center set up In a hos­ 
pital of the Bosnian town of Bi- 
jeljina under Dr. Philip W.Hall 
of the Cleveland (Ohio) Metro­ 
politan General Hospital. 
Since then Hall has spent part 
of his time at Bijeljina arid part 
at a research center at the 
KaroUnski Institute at Stock­ 
holm, Sweden. 
“ But after all this work," Hall 
said recently, “we are as much 
in the dark about the origin of 
the disease as before.” 


Evidence so far indicates the 
malady is not hereditary and 
that it may be connected in 
some way with the rivers of the 
region.

The arrogance and effrontery 
of a few labor leaders remains 
as a continual source of aston­ 
ishment and almost disbelief to 
good citizens everywhere.

Lawler and Lawrence Calla­ 
han (the real boss of the union) 
derive their domination by the 
sheer power of money and tight­ 
fisted control of both members 
and employers. 
They, and they alone, say who 
will and who will not work. 
They hire and dominate the 
foreman on every job so that 
it is they — not the employer 
that pays the wages — who con­ 
trol work, efficiency, maling­ 
ering, productivity and indeed, 
every item of cost and man­ 
agement. 
They demand tribute in the 
form of $1 a day — $250 a 
year — in political slush fund 
as a “voluntary” contribution 
for political purposes from 
members, and $2 a day from 
permit holders. The fund is 
“voluntary” only to the ex­ 
tent that you pay up or don't 
work. 
This gives them some $600,- 
000 a year to use in any way 
they wish, one way being a 
$25,000 gift to the “ Friends of 
LBJ,” donated shortly after 
Callanan was granted a presi­

ing and extortion, thus enabling 
him to resume his offensive 
role in union affairs. We pre­ 
fer to think that the Presi­ 
dent personally had no know­ 
ledge of this sleazy transaction.

MEMPHIS — How 
Congress 
reacts to future cotton legisla­ 
tion-such as the extension 
of 
the present cotton p ro g ra m - 
wili be affected, for better or 
for worse, by the results

NEW YORK (A P) — Retail, 
ers are facing one of their big­ 
gest challenges ever during this 
Christmas 
shopping 
season. 
Even the experts are confused. 
The big unknown factor is the 
consumer 
mind. 
Everyone 
knows he's thinking of money. 
But is he thinking of spending it 
or saving it? 
There have been many years 
in the past, poorer years by far 
than 
1966, when department 
stores and other retailers could 
forecast with complete confi­ 
dence that sales would be high­ 
er than the previous year. 
There is a very good chance 
that such a forecast will come 
true this year. The consumer 
has the money. There are more 
consumers than ever before. 
But forecasting is less certain, 
because consumer buying habits 
in the past few months have 
become very difficult topredict. 
Some of the signals are even 
contradictory. 
Through much of this year 
Americans 
received a 
hard- 
knocks course in household eco­ 
nomics as they strove to beat 
Inflation. By early fall, back 
from his expensive vacation, the 
consumer threw up his hands in 
frustration. Inflation put him in 
a sour mood and he still maybe 
in it. 
The factors affecting consum­ 
er habits during the past few 
months are a jumble of events, 
some of them seemingly irre ­ 
levant to the situation. 
Among them; inflation, which 
interest rates, the fear of reces­ 
sion, the Viet Nam war, criti­ 
cism of products from various 
sources and a resultant lessen­ 
ing of confidence in goods, an 
erratic stock market, the bal­ 
ance of payments deficit. 
The lessening of confidence 
apparently was a cumulative 
thing. 
Through 
much of the 
summer, retail sales continued 
to rise month to month. But in 
September the rise was broken. 
Sales dropped, although slight­ 
ly- 
Throughout the year the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan measured 
consumer attitudes, not by the 
cash register as much as by 
interviews. This survey, in it­ 
self, tells story. 
In the last half of 1965 con­ 


sumers were more confident 
than at any time in 20years,the 
university said. 
By April, the consumer was 
described as “ guardedly opti­ 
m istic," but nevertheless satis­ 
fied. He even believed the Viet 
Nam war made for good times 
at home without causing shor­ 
tages of goods.

He said that PKU testing at 
birth, adopted as law last year 
by the General Assembly, 
is 
now required 
in 36 states and 
will soon eliminate this cause 
of retardation. A simple 
test 
by the doctor 
at birth tells If 
the newborn baby has PKU, 
and If so, a special diet is pre­ 
scribed to supply the child with 
elements 
needed to prevent 
retardation. 
"M edical 
research into the 
more than 200 causes 
of re­ 
tardation and ways to control 
them are a vital part of

Consumer Whims 
Baffle Retailers 


Business Mirror

NEW YORK (AP) — Retail, 
ers are facing one of their big­ 
gest challenges ever during this 
Christmas 
shopping 
season. 
Even the experts are confused. 
The big unknown factor is the 
consumer 
mind. 
Everyone 
knows he's thinking of money. 
But is he thinking of spending it 
or saving it? 
There have been many years 
in the past, poorer years by far 
than 
1966, when department 
stores and other retailers could 
forecast with complete confi­ 
dence that sales would be high­ 
er than the previous year. 
There is a very good chance 
that such a forecast will come 
true this year. The consumer 
has the money. There are more 
consumers than ever before. 
But forecasting is less certain, 
because consumer buying habits 
in the past few months have 
become very difficult to predict. 
Some of the signals are even 
contradictory. 
Through much of this year 
Americans received a hard- 
knocks course in household eco­ 
nomics as they strove to beat 
inflation. By early fall, back 
from his expensive vacation, the 
consumer threw up his hands in 
frustration. Inflation put him in 
a sour mood and he still maybe 
in it. 
The factors affecting consum­ 
er habits during the past few 
months are a jumble of events, 
some of them seemingly irre­ 
levant to the situation. 
Among them; inflation, which 
interest rates, the fear of reces­ 
sion, the Viet Nam war, criti­ 
cism of products from various 
sources and a resultant lessen­ 
ing of confidence in goods, an 
erratic stock market, the bal­ 
ance of payments deficit. 
TTie lessening of confidence 
apparently was a cumulative 
thing. Through much of the 
summer, retail sales continued 
to rise month to month. But in 
September the rise was broken. 
Sales dropped, although slight­ 
ly. 
Throughout the year the Uni­ 
versity of Michigan measured 
consumer attitudes, not by the 
cash register as much as by 
interviews. This survey, in it­ 
self, tells story. 
In the last half of 1965 con- 
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sumers were more confident 
than at any time in20years,the 
university said. 
By April, the consumer was 
described as "guardedly opti­ 
mistic," but nevertheless satis­ 
fied. He even believed the Viet 
Nam war made for good times 
at home without causing shor­ 
tages of goods. 
By June, the American con­ 
sumer was less optimistic both 
about the future of business and 
about hts own spending inten­ 
tions. "Consumer optimism has 
weakened significantly during 
the past six months," the uni­ 
versity said. 
By Fall, his willingness to 
spend appeared to ha vc deterio­ 
rated further. It was being not­ 
ed in lower, but still high, car 
sales for one thing; and in shop­ 
per resistance 
at supermar­ 
kets. Curiously, Viet Nam no

was 
consideed 
a 
"good" business factor.

Under Control 


JEFFERSON 
CITY - Amer­ 
icans 
are being repaid "with 
good interest" for 
support of 
medical research in the field 
of mental retardation, Dr. R. J. 
Crider of St. Charles, presi­ 
dent of the Missouri Associa­ 
tion for Retarded Children, said 
today. 
Two causes of retardation 
can now be controlled or elim i­ 
nated, he said in thanking Mis­ 
sourians for their support. They 
are 
phenylketonuria 
and 
measles encephalitis. 
"I know of no other health 
problem 
in which such 
real 
and great progress has 
been 
made in so short a time," Dr. 
Crider said in reference to the 
formation in 1950 
of the Na­ 
tional Association for Retarded 
Children. "We are pleased that 
public confidence and generous 
financial support can be repaid 


with good 
interest so soon." 
The MARC 
President 
said 
control of PKU and measles 
encephalitis 
is "good 
news 
especially 
for 
parents," as 
children are the primary vic­ 
tims of these diseases. 
"We 
tend 
to think it's *the 
other fellow's child' who is af­ 
fected by retardation. But it can 
unfortunately 
happen to any 
normal child as the result of 
illness or accident, so all par­ 
ents 
must be concerned,” Dr. 
Crider said. 
The NARC and State 
ARCS 
are now conducting a nation­ 
wide campaign with the U. S. 
Public Health Service to secure 
vaccination of 
all 
children 
against m easles. Total vaccina­ 
tion will eliminate measles en­ 
cephalitis, the inflammation of 
brain tissue which often follows 
an attack of measles 
and re­ 
sults in damage 
causing 
re­ 
tardation. 
"Vaccination for measles is 
as simple as that 
for small­ 
pox," Dr. Crider 
explained, 
"and every parent should see 
that his child is vaccinated." 
He said that PKU testing at 
birth, adopted as law last year 
by the General Assembly, 
is 
now required 
in 36 states and 
will soon eliminate this cause 
of retardation. A simple 
test 
by the doctor 
at birth tells if 
the newborn baby has PKU, 
and if so, a special diet is pre­ 
scribed to supply the child with 
elements 
needed to prevent 
retardation. 
"Medical 
research into the 
more than 200 causes 
of re­ 
tardation and ways to control 
them are a vital part of the 
NARC and State 
ARC 
pro­ 
grams,” 
Dr. Crider 
said, 
"and 
more progress hasbeen 
made for the retarded during 
the past 16 years than in all of 
man's previous history.**

A FLAG TO HONOR 
In both houses of Congress leg­ 
islation has been proposed to 
make it a criminal offense to 
desecrate 
the American flag, 
and no wonder, for -- 
In Paris, Monday - our nation’s 
190th birthday — an American 
girl 
set 
her 
country's flag 
ablaze 
and 
raised it aloft in 
protest 
to “ what’s happening 
in Vietnam 
and for America 
to get out." At Purdue Univer­ 
sity, a 
speaker at a campus 
meeting 
ripped the U.S. flag 
in two, spit on it, then stomped 
on it. 
Scores 
of similar incidents 
recently have stirred Congress 
to action; 
bills are pending 
in both houses. But will they 
help? Americans seem to feel 
that all required to banish a

evil is to enact 
a law 
against it. Yet history tells us 
otherwise. 
Like stomping on

For it is the nature 
of youth to be rebellious, to go 
through a stage of fiery icono­ 
clasm when all that Is old and 
traditional seems vacuous and 
trite.
